Rocky removes self as Ford running mate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Vice President Nelson A Rockefeller today told 
President Ford he would not be his 1976 running mate 
Rockefeller made it clear, however, that he would continue to serve as vice 
president for the remainder of Ford’s current term 
"After much thought I have decided I do not wish my name to enter into your 
consideration for the upcoming Republican nomination.” the 67-vear-old 
Rockefeller told Ford in a letter 
"The President and vice president have a complete understanding regarding 
the decision,” White House Press Secretary Ron Nessen said. 
Rockefeller’s letter gave no hint as to his plans, but he recently told friends 
that if he were not in public office: "There are lots of things I could do ... lots of 
ways I can serve my country. That’s why I’m totally relaxed about the whole 
thing — one way or the other it doesn’t matter to me ” 
Rockefeller’s announcement came at a time he was under fire from conser­ 
vatives in the Republican party. Ford’s campaign manager. Howard Cal­ 
laway. said a month ago Rockefeller was the campaign’s major problem with 
conservatives, and suggested he might be replaced by a younger man 
But Ford said in reaction he had full confidence in his vice president and ex­ 
pected Rockefeller to be part of the 1976 team 


Rockefeller gave no reason for his decision to voluntarily withdraw from the 
race, but he told Ford he wanted the President to know now because the time 
is virtually at hand when you will be firming up your program for the presiden­ 
tial primaries, the Republican National Convention and the presidential cam­ 
paign of 1976 ” 
A statement by Callaway released by his office said “the vice president s an­ 
nouncement comes as complete surprise I do not know the reasons behind his 
decision so I cannot comment on them 
"As a practical, political matter this will stimulate interest in the 
President's campaign and in the Republican National Convention next 
August " 
Rockefeller, who was governor of New York for 15 years, was named by 
Ford last Aug 20 as his vice president, just two weeks after the resignation of 
President Richard M. Nixon Congress confirmed Rockefeller on Dec 21. after 
controversial hearings on the possible conflicts between his immense wealth 
and the power of the vice presidency 
In his year in office. Rockefeller has become one of the most powerful vice 
presidents in history He has been assigned by Ford to direct the VMute House 
Domestic Council, the body responsible for drawing up administration 


domestic policy 
Key Rockefeller aides have been given top administration jobs, including ex­ 
ecutive director of the Domestic Council and chairman of the Federal Power 
Commission 
"Involving, as this must, difficult calculations, considerations and decisions 
it will clearly help you in this task if the range of options is simplified at the 
earliest time." Rockefeller said 
"Regarding next year and my own situation. I have made it clear to you and 
to the public that I was not a candidate for the vice presidency, that no one 
realistically can be such, and that the choice of a vice presidential running 
mate is. and must be. up to the presidential candidate to recommend to a 
national party convention." he said "After much thought. I have decided 
further that I do not wish my name to enter into your consideration for the up­ 
coming Republican vice presidential nominee ” 


"I wish you to know this now for your own planning." Rockefeller said

Ford told congressional leaders today 
that he had fired Defense Secretary 
James R Schlesinger and CIA Director 
William E. Colby, the legislators said 
Sources also said Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger had given up one of 
his major jobs — head of the National 
Security Council 
House Speaker Carl Albert said Ford 
told him Schlesinger would be replaced 
by Donald Rumsfeld, current White 
House chief of staff, and Colby would be 
replaced by George Bush, the U.S. 
representative to China 
Albert said Ford telephoned him to 
say. "I wanted you to know first hand 
that Secretary Schlesinger 
will be 
replaced and so will Mr Colby." Albert 
said Ford did not mention the Kissinger 
change but that a presidential meeting 
with congressional leaders was sche­ 
duled later today. 
Senate Democratic leader Mike Man­ 
sfield also said Ford told him "he did 
what he did on his own without any pres­ 


sures or outside advice He has said that 
he wants to set up his own team " 
An informed source at the SV hite House 
who did not want to he identified said 
there was "much more to come 
NBC-TV reported today that both 
Schlesinger and Colby had confirmed 
their dismissals Ford called a news con­ 
ference for 7 30 p m

The informed source said the transi­ 
tion group which helped Ford during the 
early davs of his presidency was the “ar 
chitect" of the shake-up rather than Kis­ 
singer. as some observers believe 
Former Defense Secretary Melvin R 
Laird is a prime mover in the transition 
group which still keeps in close touch 


with Ford 
So is William Scranton, 
former governor of Pennsylvania 
Another member of the group. Donald 
Rumsfeld, was reported in line for the 
job of secretary of Defense

our side." Sen Henry Jackson D-Wash . 
told reporters "It is a much more 
healthy atmosphere, for the first time in 
these past several years 
‘ Anything we do will involve some 
rollback of prices," said Jackson head 
of the Senate conferees Questions to be 
resolved included the form and length of 
any process lifting federal price controls 
and "the flexibility to be given the 
President." he said 
Rep Clarence Brown, R-Ohio. said 
President Ford has been flexible all 
along and Congress has been the one un­ 
willing to compromise Without moving 
closer to P'ords ideas on pricing Brown 
said the Congress would be making sure 
thP hill would set vetoed Brown said

Church offers reward in 
Cologne cathedral theft 


COLOGNE, West Germany 
(U P I) — The Roman Catholic 
Church offered a $20,000 reward 
today for the capture of thieves 
responsible 
for 
a 
daring, 
Topkapi-style robbery of Colog­ 
ne’s 13th century cathedral. 
Authorities 
called 
for 
a 
worldwide search to track down 
the bandits, who used moun­ 
tain-climbing 
gear 
to 
steal 
millions of dollars in religious 
objects from Europe’s largest 
Gothic church. 
“ A nationwide hunt has been 
started for the art thieves and 
authorities will ask Interpol to 
spread an international dragnet 
to help recover the stolen 
objects,” a police spokesman 
said. 
He 
said 
Cardinal 
Joseph 
Hoeffner, 
the 
Catholic 
archbishop of Cologne, offered 
a $20.000 reward for informa­ 
tion leading to the capture of 
the burglars. 
The thieves used mountain- 
climbing rope and spikes during 
the robbery early Sunday, mak­ 
ing off with 15 religious objects 
and precious stones. 
Walter Schulten, the cathe­ 
dral’s custodian, declined to 
give a precise estimate of the 
value, 
but 
said 
the 
stolen 
objects could be worth from $2 
million to $8 million. 
Police 
said 
at 
least two 
persons took part in the rob­ 
bery, climbing the scaffolding 
used to clean the cathedral's 
stonework and then dropping 18 


feet by rope down a ventilation 
shaft into the treasury vault. 
The theft was reminiscent of 
the movie Topkapi in which a 
gang of thieves used ropes to 
climb down into the Topkapi 
Seraglio museum in Istanbul 
and 
steal 
the 
treasure 
of 
Turkey’s sultans. 


Police said an elderly night 
watchman making the rounds 
inside 
the 
cathedral 
heard 
suspicious noises at 12:30 a m 
Sunday but could not pin-point 
the origin 


The watchman then went in 
search of the sacristan, the 
cathedral official in charge of 
sacred objects. The sacristan 
opened the vault and discov- 


the 
ered 
the 
robbery, 
but 
thieves had already gone. 


Police 
said 
the 
missing 
religious objects included a 17th 
century monstrance, a gold ves­ 
sel used to display a commu­ 
nion wafer It was valued at 
$392.000 


Other objects were pearl- 
covered crucifixes, a bishop’s 
ring given by the late Pope John 
X X III and pearls and diamonds 
pried from religious treasures 
with pliers

Court to decide oil import fee 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
The 
Supreme Court today agreed to 
decide whether Presidents Nix­ 
on and Ford illegally imposed 
import fees on oil 
Long a political bone of con­ 
tention. the fees have been used 
by Ford as a bargaining chip to 
pressure Congress for the kind 
of long-range energy policy he 
wants 
The Court will hear argu 
ments later this term on the ap­ 
peal of the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration from a decision by 
the U S Court of Appeals in 
Washington, D C . that the ex­ 
ecutive branch exceeded its 
authority under trade laws by 
imposing the tariffs 
The issue will be decided 
later by written opinion 
The court’s brief order asked 
the parties also to argue the ap­ 
plicability of the federal anti- 
mjunction law. which bars in­ 
junctions by federal courts in 
labor cases.

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Chinese looking 
toward Ford visit

Even if nothing substantial 
results, Chinese officials are 
looking forward to President 
Ford's trip to Peking this 
month, according to the report 
of a congressional delegation 
that visited China in August 
Sen Charles Percy, R-Ill., 
head of the delegation, said 
Peking looks on the United 
States as a friend that can help 
prevent a Soviet attack on 
China 
The 68-page report, released 
Sunday, also said the Chinese 
admire former President Nix­ 
on’s courage in improving rela­ 
tions 
between 
the 
two 
countries, but full diplomatic 
ties are not possible until the 
United States ends formal rela­ 
tions with the Taiwan govern­ 
ment and removes its 3,000 
troops from the Nationalist 
Chinese island. 
In an interview, Percy said 
the Chinese leaders never men­ 
tioned Watergate and made 
clear “ they admired the cour­ 
age of President Nixon in 
charting a new course .” 
Percy said he cabled the 
Chinese compliments to Nixon 
from Peking and repeated them 
later when 
he visited 
the 
former president at San Cle­ 
mente, Calif. 
“ I think he feels this is one of 
the most significant actions he 
took, and I expect it will be a 
major part of the book I saw 
him writing,” Percy said. 
State Department officials 
said they do not expect full 
diplomatic relations to result 
from Ford’s trip, expected to 
occur in late November. 
“ The Chinese clearly place a 
high value on the visit of Presi­ 


dent Ford this November even 
if no substantive issues are ad­ 
dressed 
or 
resolved,” 
the 
report said 
Percy 
said: 
“ They 
are 
somewhat in the position of the 
Japanese They are looking to 
us and our nuclear shield to 
ward off a nuclear attack They 
are not worried about nuclear 
weapons attacking them from 
us, but from the Soviet Union.” 
Peking foresees a war of at 
least 20 years should the Soviet 
Union attack, said the report, 
quoting one Chinese official as 
saying: “ That is why we build 
tunnels.” 
Because of this concern, Pek­ 
ing has become “ an open ad­ 
vocate of a strong, unified 
NATO and takes no exception to 
the presence of U.S. troops in 
Europe.” the report said.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
U.S. Treasury may bring back 
the $2 bill, taken out of circula­ 
tion in 1966 because of an image 
of bad luck it conveyed, to save 
on printing costs.

like the bill to be seen in a more 
patriotic light,” one official 
said. 


The experts will be trying for 
a new image with a bicentenni­ 
al introduction and perhaps a 
new engraving of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence on the 
bill’s obverse side Government 
printers expect to have a bill 
ready around July 4 next year, 
the nation’s 200th birthday 


Treasury Secretary William 
Simon “ has been shown eight or 
nine different designs, but I 
think he’ll go with Thomas Jef­ 
ferson on the front and the sign­ 
ing of the Declaration on the 
back,” an engraving source 
said.

A Treasury official said the 
unpopularity of the previous $2 
bill was because “ it just wasn’t 
seen enough.

When discontinued in 1966. 
only 6 million $2 bills were be­ 
ing printed annually. Treasury 
officials said about 400 million 
of the new bills will probably be 
printed each year 
A $2 bill will displace some $1 
bills Currently. 55 to 60 per 
cent of all bills printed are $1 
bills 
Under new proposals, $1 bills 
would be reduced to 35 per cent 
and the $2 bill would account for 
15 per cent of all bills printed 
One expert estimated this 
would save more than $27 
million in production costs over 
the next five years.

Auto Workers President Leon­ 
ard Woodcock says he and 
Henry Ford II may not be as far 
apart as some people think on a 
key issue in next year’s con­ 
tract talks — less time on the 
job for workers.

Woodcock said today the idea of 
reducing the work week must 
be based on the concept of put­ 
ting more people to work and 
finding ways to utilize the in­ 
dustry's plant capacity. 
He said fewer hours on the 
job is a key issue in the contract 
talks that begin next July for 1.3 
million workers in the auto and 
related industries.

Congressmen, for exam pie. to kill the 
consumer protection bill. 
The Senate has already adopted the 
bill, which would establish a special 
agency

consum ers’ 
rights. 
The House is expected 
to give its approval on 
Wednesday. 
But President Ford 
has threatened to veto 
the bill The real ques­ 
tion. 
therefore, 
is 
whether the advocates 
can 
m uster 
enough 
votes on Wednesday to 
override a veto. 
The issues will be 
debated on the House 
floor, but the struggle will be decided in 
the backrooms. 
Business 
groups 
have 
sent 
their 
pitchmen and pleaders to Capitol Hill to 
whisper blandishments in congressional 
ears. To guide them, the U.S. Chamber 
of Com m erce has circulated confidential 
“ target lists” of Congressmen who may 
be undecided on the bill 
Of the 190 names on the lists. 54 are 
marked for a special effort. They are 
feeling the pressure from such groups as 
the National Association of Food Chains, 
National Association of M anufacturers 
and Business Roundtable, not to mention 
such individual corporations as General 
Motors.

We have obtained the confidential lists

Aging Com m ittee is supposed to be solv­ 
ing the problems of the elderly. The com ­ 
m ittee has spent m ore than $145.000 this 
year to seek solutions. Y et it hasn’t 
prepared a single official report nor 
made a single form al recommendation 
One reason is that Chairman William 
Randall, D-Mo., has turned the com m it­ 
tee payroll 
into a refuge for witch 
hunters from the extinct House Internal 
Security Com m ittee. At least four of the 
Aging Com m ittee’s top staff m em bers, 
including staff director Bob Horner, are 
retreads 
from 
the 
Internal 
Security 
Committee. 
Their experience with geriatrics, ex­ 
cept possibly for some elderly com ­ 
munists, is non-existent. 
Our inquiries stirred Chairman Ran­ 
dall to rush off an em ergency memo to 
his colleagues on the com m ittee Warned 
the chairm an: 
“ Bob Horner, staff director of the 
Committee on Aging, was interviewed by 
Bob Owens, a m em ber of the staff of 
Ja ck Anderson, the columnist ... Owens 
had in his possession a memorandum 
written by Mr. Horner to the staff ... 
” 1 think we can anticipate that there 
may be some critical com m ents con­ 
cerning the Select Com m ittee in the 
Anderson column. As a m em ber of the 
Committee, you may receive press or 
constituent inquiries if there is such 
publicity. I felt it was my responsibility 
to notify you in advance of this even­ 
tuality ...” 
Randall insisted in his m em o that “ I 
am not in the least concerned about pos­ 
sible criticism , provided the criticism is 
accurate and constructive. I have no 
apologies to anyone for my adm inistra­ 
tion of the Com m ittee on Aging 


“ As with any new venture of this kind, 
there are growing pains,’ readjustm ents 
and problems. Progress may at tim es 
seem slow. On the other hand, I am confi­ 
dent that our staff is com petent. Given a 
reasonable 
tim e, 
they 
will 
produce 
worthwhile results ” 


Randall admitted that he had hired the 
retreads 
because 
“ they were highly 
recommended to me by my fellow Mis­ 
sourian, 
Dick 
Ichord. 
the 
former 
chairm an of the Com m ittee on Inter­ 
national Security ’’ 


Meanwhile, the com m ittee has shown 
more interest in staging roadshow hear­ 
ings to get publicity for the members 
than m seeking serious solutions to the 
problems that are crushing the elderly.

quoted: 
“ I deplore the U.S. government selling 
such junk 
All the kids are buying are 
some pretty pictures — the stamps have 
no intrinsic value. The Postal Service is 
getting $2 for a packet of worthless 
stam ps.”

torney Gen 
Edward Levi recently put 
the blam e for growing crim e squarely 
where it belongs, in the apathetic lap of 
the public. The law is not enough, Levi 
said, public attitude being the ultim ate 
anticrim e weapon: 
We have a country which is very 
tolerant and has been willing to take a 
degree 
of 
lawlessness. 
The 
main 
problem (with crim e) is the willingness 
of the public to accept (crim e), because 
if we are not willing to accept it law en­ 
forcem ent would be much better. I sup­ 
pose one has to say that what we have to 
do is change the attitude of the public 
toward this kind of tolerance of crim e. 
There are. to be sure, some good 
reasons why the public attitude has

Breaking 
in on 
Congress 


You hear a noise downstairs, at three 
in the morning. You know it isn’t your 
son, because your son is a boy of very 
regular habits, and never com es in 
before five. You are among (approx­ 
im ately) 40 million Americans who own 
a pistol, so you take it out of the drawer, 
grab a flashlight, and tiptoe down the 


stairs 
Reaching the 
dining 
room 
you 
listen, heart pounding. 
From over there you 
hear the muffled noise 
of 
hardware-against- 
velvet. You flash your 
beam across the room 
where, 
working 
without 
light, 
a 
stranger is calm ly and 
almost silently empty­ 
ing 
your 
silverware 
into 
a 
burlap 
bag. 
Three 
possible 
sequences: 


1. “ Stop where you are, or I ’ll shoot.” 
The burglar meekly raises his hands. 
Gun cocked, you call the police. Kojak 
arrives. “ Oh, so it’s you again, Lenny. 
Homesick for Sing Sing? Well, you stick 
with me, Lenny, and I ’ll take you home 
to M other.” 


2. “ Stop where you are, or I’ll shoot.” 
The burglar drops to his knees, pulls out 
his own rod, fires, m isses. You fire back, 
bull’s-eye. You call the Frank Campbell 
Funeral Home, the police investigate; 
closed case. 


3 “ Stop where you are, or I ’ll shoot.” 
The 
burglar 
replies: 
“Under 
the 
Criminal Ju stice Reform Act of 1975, my 
dear Mr. Abernathy, you may not shoot 
me unless I threaten you with death or 
with ‘serious’ — get that, Mr. Jones, 
serious’ — bodily injury. I am not 
threatening you with death, and such 
bodily injury as I shall inflict on you if 
you get in the way of my little project 
here, will not be serious. I mean, you 
might be out of action for a day or two, 
but as much would be true if you fell off 
your horse, or slipped in your bathtub. 
The law says that if you have the alter­ 
native of doing so, you are to ‘retreat’ to 
another part of the house — may I 
suggest your bedroom, Abernathy? — 
where ‘with com plete safety’ to yourself 
and others, you may repose until I have 
left.” 
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The o ld er I get. the better the seniority system 
seem s to w o rk !” 


waned For one thing, government hard­ 
ly 
encourages 
participation 
by 
its 
private citizens in m atters of public 
defense. 
D om estic 
tranquility is the 
providence of police forces and outside 
interference is not appreciated. One 
recalls illustratively the many news a c­ 
counts of rape and robbery victim s who, 
after defending them selves violently, 
have been arrested for the use of con­ 
cealed arm s. 
Beyond this, naturally, there is the 
necessary revulsion against vigilantism 
One Oliver Sipple can be condoned, even 
honored, but a dozen of his type raise 
serious questions of propriety. The Ku 
Klux 
Klan. after 
all. 
is m erely an 
organization of Am ericans who feel they 
are doing the right thing, the right thing 
having occasionally resulted in black 
men hanging dead from tree limbs. 
Y et if the public has forfeited its right 
to public defense for good reason, some 
kind 
of 
re-exam ination 
of 
the con­ 
sequences may be merited. “ It is a wise 
m axim .” 
as 
revolutionist 
John 
Weatherspoon wrote, “ to avoid those 
things which our enem ies wish us to 
p ractice. ’ ’ There can be no doubt that the 
natural enem ies of a stable nation — 
thugs, outlaws and assassins — wish 
hard that Am ericans will continue to 
witness 
the 
streets 
as 
noninvolved 
bystanders. 
B etter the community be less myopic. 
It is one thing to be overcom e by lions, as 
someone has said, quite another to be 
devoured by rats. A shot at the P resi­ 
dent, like a mugging of a man in the 
park, is a crim e against all of us. The 
only defense, therefore, is a common 
defense E nter Oliver Sipple. as for the 
instance; if one private man can help 
save a President, man of his kind, ad­ 
vised and encouraged to become in­ 
volved. may help save others as well.

an 
ethic 
which 
needs 
desperately to be seeded in the nation 
that we are all cops in our mutual protec­ 
tion No one should be satisfied if Gerald 
Ford artificially reduces the assassina­ 
tion crim e rate by staying away from the 
people, isolationism in this case being 
another word for capitulation 
Instead, 
as a cop in San Francisco was quoted as 
saying. “ Some day people are going to 
get tired of this kind of crap

You think about it for a moment, but 
when you see him reach out and stick 
into his bag the large silver fram e 
without even bothering to take out and 
leave you with the lifetim e college pic­ 
tures of your children growing up, you 
flush, raise your pistol again and, with 
that tone of voice that you use maybe 
only once a year or so. but which stills 
the ocean waves and silences your wife, 
you say: “ Unless you drop that bag and 
get out of here in 30 seconds, I ’m going to 
plug you right through the eyes, and 
when the police com e, I ’ll tell them you 
threatened me with serious — hear me? 
serious — bodily injury. And nobody’s 
going to be around to contradict me, 
buster, because you will be occupied at 
that point in a dialogue with Saint Peter. 


“ I would rather shoot you in the leg, 
and then call the police; but if I do, there 
is going to be a long legal wrangle, dur­ 
ing which you will lecture the jury on the 
Criminal ju stice Reform Act of 1975, and 
how it was backed by the Ford Ad­ 
m inistration. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
Criminal Ju stice Reform Act of 1975 has 
backed me into the option of shooting 
only to k ill.” E xit burglar. 


In fact, the proposed amendment to 
the Federal law hasn’t yet passedthrough 
Congress. And, in fact, there are those 
who interpret the present law as already 
denying to a householder the right to use 
a deadly weapon against a burglar unless 
gravely threatened. And. in fact, in­ 
dividual states, most notoriously New 
York, already proscribe the use of a gun 
against a burglar. 


The whole thing is rampant liberalism . 
A 
prominent 
Washington 
attorney, 
Northcut Ely. is quoted in opposition to 
the proposed law 
“ How do you know 
whether some person prowling around in 
your house at night is going to harm your 
fam ily? Do you interview him? Do you 
first ask him whether he is going to rob 
you or kidnap you before you shoot 
him 0” 


Mr. A.Z. Eaton suggests, in a letter to 
his paper 
in 
Helena. Montana, sup­ 
plem entary 
reform s 
to 
the 
act. 
Homeowners should be denied the right 
to lock their doors and windows, lest 
burglars hurt themselves while breaking 
in Homeowners should be held legally 
responsible for any harm suffered by the 
robber 
Damages paid to the burglar 
should be specified by a panel of his 
peers, 
namely other crim inals. 
And. 
finally, robbers should be adequately 
covered under workmen s compensation 
“ I sincerely hope.” writes Mr. Eaton, 
“ that Congress will give this bill and 
these amendments more than passing 
consideration ” But one begins to think it 
is. unconstitutional for Congress to give 
anything more than passing considera­ 
tion 
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
